ghe persist in executing her threats, Her Majesty's
Government would exhaust every means to prevent

But at a still later date he sald that “the British
Government, In common with the European Cabl-
nets, Fustained the position taken by the Duke de
Gramont, which was that Spaln was entitied to
choose any one for King except & German prince,”

The chances and probabilities of the case, how-
cver, a8 they secmn at the present hour, may be
changed In a slngle day, or by a single (ncldent, One
power oranother may be drawn Into the connlet;
and rom the present difficulty we may see a general
Eurcpean war which will not be terminated till the
“mnp of Europe” 18 reconstructed in several im-
portant respects.

The French and German Genernls,

It was telegraphed o few days singe that Marshal
McMahon would be put in immediate command of
the army operatiog upon the Ruine, aod that Count
Palikno would command the troops operati
againkt Spain. Marshal MceMahon alstinguishe
himself o the iast two great wars of France—that
against Tussla and that agaiost Austria—in the
former of which he was the **hero of the DMala-
kott,” and im the latter the “hero of Magenta.”
He i8 now 63 years old, and Is a Frenchman
by birth, but descended from an ancient Irish
family, e was educated at the military school of
St, Cyr, and took part in the French war in Algeria.
For his achievements in the Austrian war he was
created Duke of Magenta. Marshal Bazaine is 63
years old, won his first lanrels in Algeria, rendered
eminent gervices In the Urimean war, superseded
by General Forey as commander of the French army
in Mexico, and was created Marshal of France.
Count Palikao 18 cmenﬁr known for the part he bore
in the French war with China, in which he dlsplayed
ability and ferocity, _

Of the Prussian army the King 18 Commander-in-
Chief. But the planning of the campatgn will doubt-
Jess be the work of the distinguished and valuable
Chief of Staff, General von bMolike, who has been
socorded the highest honor as the planner of the
campalgn of 1806, In the wonderful war of Prussia
agalnst Anstria. The two Prussian princes, Frede-
rick William and Frederick Charles, who command sd
in the geld in the Prussian-Austrian war, will doubt.
1es8 algo be in command in the present campaigo;
aud General Manteuffel, who demonstrated his
genlos in the war of 1866, will again be in immediate
command of the army.

It will be seen that in both armies there are e¢om-
manders of great talent and experience. Among the
subordipate oMoeers there are many who took part in
one or other of the campaigns of the last ffteen
years; and in the rank and flle of both armies
there are to be found, in ﬁruter or lesser numbers,
troops who served ’in these wars, and who will
therefore, bring to the service those valuable mil

qualities which are only acquired by actual ex
perience before the enemy.
The Arms.

The troops of the French amny are now anpﬂleu
with the Chassepot, whose value was tried, a
samall way, on the Romans three years ago. The
Prussian troops are furnished with the Zundnadel-
gewebnr, or needle-gun, whose terribly destructive

wer was demonstrated upon the Austrians in the

ttle of BSadowa four years ago. Both of these
kinds of rifles i= superb; but we shall be better
able to decide npon thelr relayve merits at the close
of the first campalgn.
Tae lmmediate Scene of Operatlons.

1t is aa yet impossible to forecast the exact locality
where the first collision will take place. There will
doubticss be 1o & short time a great struggle for the
poosession of Luxemburg, the dismantling of which
was demanded by France as the price of peace four

ears ago. The work of destruction has, however,
yeen but partial, and of this France has rru:‘uenu
complained. For guarding the frontier and defend-
fog the Khine, a8 well as for covering and support-
ing ax invasion of France, no better poaition can be
found than Luxemburg,

ship are the sheds and barns in the country,
The meeting just held was in the second story of
a Jurge burn. The lower story was occupied by

| the stock of the farmer, and in the third story

the laet year's erop of wheatand oats was stowed
AWNLY.

During the eervices some fifty or sixty boys
crawled into the loft, and amused themselves by
shooting straws down upon the heads of the
more gerious.

During these annual meetings they commenced
preaching at 5 o'clock in the morning and ceased
at 12 M., generally having three or four speak-
ers. There are no regular ministers among
them, but, like the Quakerg, any one can speak
who feels go inchined. Upon recelving persons
into their Church, they Immerse them face fore-
most by three plunges into the water,

Feet-washing is one of their services—the
men washing the feet of the men, and the
women washing the feet of the women.

Their feasts consist of the nicest bread and
lamb soup, of which they partake largely. After

A WONDERFUL FALL.

A l-"l'iud Faulls Over n Preciplee, o Distance of |

hree Huondred Feet, and Is dor Killed.

Yesterday morning, about 10 o'clock, says the
Pitteburg Commercial of yesterday, a lad named
Martin Crossman, aged four years, and son of
Rev. James Crossman, pastor of the Evangelical
Agsociation Chapel, fell over the precipice at the
head of Van Braam street, in the Bixth ward,
and lodged upon the track of the Connellsyille
Rallroad, three hundred feet below. The ex-
yrees train on the road was just com-
ng in sight at the time, and the body was in
imminent danger of being crushed beneath the
train, when a workman happened to see the
danger, and seizing the apparently dead child
carried it from the track just in time to escape
the new danger. BSBo close was the train upon
the man that it almost brushed his clothing as
he stood pressing his body against the rocky
hillside until it passed. e found that the boy,
althongh unconscious, was mnot dead, and
speedily carried him to his father’s residence on
8t. Patrick’s alley. Physicians were called, and
it was found that no bones were broken, al-
though there were gevere internal injurles, and
numerous external cuts and brulses on the body.
There are hopes that the boy will recover, i
appears that the lad was playing on one of the
over-banging rocls, with some other children,
and in attempting to pick up something below
which bad attracted his attention, he lost his
balance and went headlong down the precipice.
His fall was broken by the shelving rocks. His
escape, nevertheless, was most miraculous. In
view of the numerous accidents which occur
here, it Is strange that the city authorities have
not erected a barricade along the bluff.

Yirginln Educatlonnlists nnd the Woman

In the Virginia Eduocational Convention in
Warrenton, on Thursday, Professor Venable, of
the University of \’irgln{a.. renewed his resolu-
tion, submitted the previous day, to invite the
lady teachers of Virginia to become members of
the association, and to take their seats in the
convention. The resolution produced a sensa-
tion and exciting debate., Professor Venable
supported his motion with an animated speech
Lo allow lad?' teachers to derive the benefits of
the association, if for no other reason than to
secure them return tickets free over the rail-
roads., It wae but a poor boon to grant those
who were doing so much in the cause of educa-
tion. (Applause.) _

Rev. Dr, 8mith, of Hampden and 8idney Col-
lege, opposed anything that savored of woman's
rights in the most infinitesimal degree, and
thought Profestor Venable's gallantry went
ahead of his judgment.

Professor Joynes, of Washington College,
offered a resolution that the terms upon which
ladies muy be admitied into mcmhuraﬁlp be re-
ferred to a committee of three.

Rev. Mr. Averitl opposed the resolution, as a
step inthe wrong direction, looking rather to the
unsexing, not to the elevation of that portion
of soclety upon whose spotless purity rests the
weliare of mankind.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCH.
THE KNIGIITS OF PYTHIAS.
Decislon of the Injunctlon Unse—The Removal
of Lowry Declared Illsgnl, and Stotzer En-

jolned from Acting ns Grand Uhanceller.
Conrt of Comnmon Pﬂﬂ’l&—J!tdﬂ'b‘ A llision,

The Knights of Pythias imbroglio which has
been so long pending was brought to & termi-
nation by a decision rendered by Judge Allison
this morning. The case came up on Monday
last, on the application to dissolve the Injune-
tion previously grantei to prevent John Btotzer
from acting ns Grand Chancellor of the Knirhts
of Pythias of the State of Penunsylvania. On
behalf of Philip Lowry, Jr., it was contended
that his removal from his office by the Grand
Chancellor of the Supreme Council of the
World was unconstitutional, Inasmuch as
he was entitled to have a charge pre-
ferred against him, and a trial and suspen-
sion by two-thirds of the members of the
Grand lodge; that in view of this the
substitution of Mr. Stotzer as Grand Chancel-
ler was null and void, and therefore the injunc-
tion restraining him from acting should be con-
tinued. In answer to this, It was contended
Mr. Lowry bad refused to obey an edict Issned
t?' the Bupreme Council, and had issued a pro-
clamation to the order in disobedience of this
command; that he voluntarily resigned his office
as Grand Chancellor, and thus enabled Mr.
Stotzer, as Vice-Chancellar, to oceupy the place,
and that he had no ri%u in the court to ask to
be reinstated. As the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl-
vadia meets on the 26th Instant, a deeclsion of
the case was looked forward to with great in-
terest by the members of the order, since on the
result of the litigation depended the control of
the Grand Lodge by determining who should
designate the representatives of the subordinate
lodges in it.

Judge Allison, in his declsion, went at great
length into a critical examination of the consti-
tution of the order, announcin a8 the result of
this examination o failure to discover any pro-
vision for the trial or suspeusion of a grand or
subordinate lodge officer. He then recurred to
the question previousllv propounded, “How shall
the Bupreme Chancellor see that the constitu-
tional enactments, rules and edicts of his lodge
are duly and preperly observed?”” In answer Lo
this, the courl proceeds Lo suy:—

This question 18 answered in the sixth by-law
of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, which provides
that any grand officor mn{ be removed from his
office for conduct unbecoming his standing in the
order, or fer inattention to the duties of his station.
1t, however, contalns a provision which the Supreme
Chancellor has wholl isregarded, namely, that an
ofMcer who 1s under e{mrgea shall oMciate until they
are settled, unless otherwise ordered by the Grani
Lodge. This by-law also contains the material pro-
vision—*He shall have a falr trial of the charges
brought agaldst him,”

This by-law 15 a part of the constitution of the
Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, It was examined
and approved by the Supreme Lodge, and it may
falrly be argued that, with this regulation before
them, the necessity for taging to themselves other
than appellate jurisdiction was pnot recoguized by
the Supreme Lodge when they adopted their con-
stitution, This trial, and indeed every trial, may be
reviewed on appeal, and in this way the constitu-
tional edicts and orders of the supreme authority
can be enforced by their Chancellor,

In this case he could have preferred charges of
insuboraination against Lowry before the Grand
Lodge of this State, and before that tribunal the
accused would be required to appear and answer:
but he could not be {mt out of oMce and another
person installed thereln until his case had been de-
cided by the Grand Lodge, unlesa they had ordered
otherwise,

This view of the law which governs the order,
does wronﬁ to no one. It agrees with the recognized
principte that to the accused shall be accorded not
only a fair trial, but that he shall beé presumed to be
inmocent until he has been proved to be gulity,
nnless the specialties of his case require, (n the judg-
ment of the Grapd Lodge, that It should be made an
exception to the general rule, This s in every way
to be preferred Lo a prejudgment hetore trinl and a
degradation im office wefore proof. It s the rule
which prevalls in constitutional governments, as
coptrasted with the law of the Autocrat or the Turk,
and by enforcing It in the case before us we bring
into play the fundamental law of the order, protect
the guarauteed rights of its memberahip, and at the
same time do no violence to the prtnclllpﬁe that the
government of the order must be malntalned only
through the constitutional modes of enforclog obe-
dience to proper and lawful commands. By this |
do not mean to aMrm that the order of the Supreme
Lodge, which has given rise to this trouble, is s
lawful enactment or ediot; that question 8 not pre-
sented by the bill of the complainants.

Upon the guestion of jurisdiction, it is suMclent to
remark that by the 18th section of the act of June
16, 1586, the supervision and control of unlpncorpo-
rated socletles and assoclations 18 given to the
Courts of Commmon Pleas,

That which remains touches the denlal by defen-
dant of plaintiffs’ clalm to equitable rellef,

If the matters connected with this controversy in-
volved no other right than that of the personal right
of Phillp Lowry, we should feel ourselves requalred to
refuse the prayer of the bil. The amdavits pre-
sented by the defendants fully establish their allega.
Hon, that he not only consented to, but advised,
the Supreme Chancellor to issue his order of sus-
pension, and to invest the defendant Johu Btotzer
with the suthority and power of Grand Chancellor
ef the State of Pennsylvania

That he advised submission to this order admitted
the right of the Supreme Chanoellor to make 1t, and
WAS A party consenting to and alding in the consam-
mation of L of which he now complains, s abon-
dantly &mvmi. Upon his own account he (8 not en-
titled clalm the aid of a court of equity to rein-
state him in anoMice from which he agreed he
should be suspended, but from which heé did not
formally resign, advising the former action for rea-
son staed in the mduvﬁ.l.

But this bill 15 fled by other Emn who are
jolned with him and who are mem of the order,
as well as efMcers, and who will be Injurionsly af-
fected in thelr rights of oMce by the deoree of sus-
pension of the bupreme Chancellor; and back of
these sgaln are thousands of members, whose pecu-
niary and nal interests are dependent, Lo a

degree, upon the question of the lawfulness of

e order of the Supreme Chancellor and the aection
of the Vice-Grand Chancellor Stotzer, all of which
we regard as legal, and therefore to be restralued,
